Elected Invention Allowable, Claims Stand Withdrawn as Not In Required 
Form 

Claim 1-57 are allowable. The restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action 
mailed on 5/5/2008 , has been reconsidered in view of the allowability of claims to the elected 
invention pursuant to MPEP § 821 .04(a). The restriction requirement is hereby withdrawn as to 
any claim that requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. Claim 23-33, 38, 39 and 52-57 , 
directed to computer withdrawn from further consideration because related to an apparatus and 
its practice require all the limitations of an allowable generic linking claim as required by 37 
CFR 1 .
